PERSONAL AND GENERAL. 

A SPECIAL train from Chicago, car- 
rying 105 armed men, arrived at Alexis, Ill., 
the other morning, and the party proceeded 
to take possession of 150 Clydesdale horses 
in the stables of Colonel Holloway, at the 
instance of William Buchanan and James 
Johnson. he citizens determined to tear 
up the railway track if necessary, and at 
once caused the arrest of the ringleaders 
and of the engineer, conductor, and tele- 
graph operator, and returned the horses to 
the stables. 

THE steamer Emma C. Elliott, while 
nearing St. Louis, the other evening, came 
upon an immense flock of wild ducks. The 
electric light was turned on, when the birds 
dashed against it with such force that sev- 
eral hundred of them were captured, and 
in the morning thirty-six were found con- 
cealed in the cabin. 

THOMAS REESE, foreman of a rolling- 
mill at Louisville, Ky., was fatally injured 
by Bryan McMann, a recently discharged 
workman, who struck him three murderous 
blows on the head with a bar of iron. 

A SCHOOL-HOUSE and several other 
buildings at Rippey, Iowa, were destroyed 
by a cyclone the other evening. Mrs. Har- 
mon, wife of a farmer, was seriously in- 
jured, and her three children were bruised 
and cut by flying timbers. 

A. G. Smiru, Surgeon of the Homeo- 
pathic Dispensary in Louisville, Ky., so suc- 
cessfully mesmerized a negro the other day 
that a difficult operation was performed 
without pain, although the patient was con- 
scious of all that was said and done. 


TaeE Upper Missouri is full of ice, and 
snow drifts ten or twelve feet deep are re- 
ported in Minnesota and Dakota. 


THE new opera-house, a fine hotel, 
and other buildings in Lexington, Ky., went 
toblazes the other afternoon. Three fire- 
men were hurt. 

A FAMILY of colored persons per- 
ished in a burning cabin, near Petersburg, 
Va., the other night. 

H. O. WaTeERS, Manager of the Mutual 
Union Telegraph Company’s office on the 
Board of Trado, Chicago, and a member of 
the board himself, shot himself on the 10th 
in his room on State street, opposite the 
Palmer House. The ball could not be found, 
and whether the wound is mortal or not the 
doctors could not say. There is a scandal 
| back of the tragedy. The wife of the would- 
| be suicide is a pretty woman, and foolish. 
| The gossips said she was in Boston, whither 
|she had gone in pursuit of a young fellow 
| whom she loved better than her husband. 
She has two children. When friends asked 
Waters if there was anything he wanted he 
said: “Nothing, except what I have tried to 
give myself.” 

TRAIN-WRECKERS have again been at 
work on the Philadelphia & Reading Rail- 
road. Heavy timbers were placed on the 
track near Limerick, Pa., the other night, 
for the purpose of derailing a passenger 
train, but an extra freight happened along 
in time to carry the obstructions down an 
embankment. No lives were lost, but many 
cars were demolished. 

THE Allen-street bridge in Rochester, 
N. Y., fellinto the canal the other morn- 
ing. Navigation was suspended for some 
time. 





J. B. Smitu, of Sherman, Cal., mur- 
dered his fourteen-year-old-son the other 
day, cutting his throat. Mr. and Mrs. 
Smith have been insane for some time, and 
claim that the Lord commanded the sac- 
rifice. 

Dr. E. Lutz, a prominent surgeon of 
Cleveland, Ohio, fell from the second story 
to the stone floor of the basement in the 
Blackstone block, the other day, a dis- 
tance of thirty feet, and sustained in-

GRAND preparations are being made 
for fist and bull-fights at Pridier Negres, 
Mexico, commencing on the 26th and last- 
ing fifteen days. Excursion trains will 
probably run to Eagle Pass, from whence 
persons will be transferred across the Rio 
Grande vy boats. 

A WORKMAN in the Government’ to- 
bacco factory at Lyons, France, was fined 
for violating the rules of the institution the 
other day. This so enraged his fellows that 
they attempted to avenge their comrade by 
throwing the manager into the river. Police 
interfered, and with great difficulty suc- 
ceeded in rescuing htm. Several heads 
were broken during the melee. 

THERE was a panic in a- Catholic 
church in New York City on the 12th. Part 
of the ceiling fell down upon the worship- 
ers. . During the commotion three women 
fainted, but no person was seriously hurt. 
Order was finally restored by a few clear- 
headed individuals, and the members of the 
congregation resuming their seats services 
were continued to the close. 

OFFICER CrowE, of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
was nearly killed by a lot of Italians, on the 
12th, and had to use his revolver on Jesse 
Tuiti, who was seriously wounded. Other 
policemen arrived in time to save Crowe’s 
life, and a number of the rioters were ar- 
rested. 

Tse Rivers Seine and Marne are rising 
at an alarming rate. Disastrous floods in 
and around Paris are expected, and much 
alarm is felt. 

THe United States revenue cutter 
Corwin has arrived at Victoria, B. C., from 
the North, bearing particulars of a fight 
with Indians and the destruction of a vil- 
lage. The village destroyed was located at 
Hochino, on the Alaskan coast. A tribe had 
seized and held two white men and a steam 
launebh which had been sent out with a tug. 
While the boat, provided with bomb- 
gearing, was firing, an exptosion occurred, 
and an Indian chief, 
board the launch, was killed. The tribe 
surrounded the captured launch with the

Hochino. Capt. Merriam demanded tte 
surrender of the launch and the prisoners, 
which the Indians refused to do. ‘The next 
morning the Gatling gun was placed on an 
Indian canoe on the beach. The force was 
afterward landed and destroyed all the ca- 
noes.. The Indians fled to the woods. The 
Village was shelled, and the buts that re- 
mained standing after the shelling were 
looted and burnt. Several warriors who 
ventured out of the shelter of the woods 
were killed. The severe lesson was required 
as the tribe had been guilty.of msetiy acts of 
cruelty toward thé whites. 

Louis OLszn, who left Minnesota the 
other day for a trip to Europe, celebrated 
his arrival in New York by drinking enough 
to drown his reason and then shooting his 
wife. The woman was taken to the hos- 
pital, where an arm was amputated and she 
died; three children were placed in a pub- 
lic institution; the husband and father went 
to jail. 

Two men were seriously injured by 
an explosion of naphtha near Boston, Mass., 
on the 12th. The flash was visible in a @ir- 
cle of fiftv miles, and created no little ex- 
citement. 

AN unknown man and woman were 
suffocated by gas in a room at the Astor 
Place Hotel, New York, on the 13th. 

A.FAST train on the New York Cen- 
tral was thrown from the track near Peeks- 
kill, on the 13th, and three passengers were 
badly hurt. 

GEORGE KEon was fatally shot by his 
brother, at Bullett’s Grove, near Louisville 
Ky., on the 12th. The shooting was acci- 
dental. 

Miss Boarp, aged 15, daughter of a 
well-known farmer of Boone County, W. 
Va., was standing too near a fire, the other 
night, and a gust.from an open door blew 
her dress into the blaze. Helpless from 
fright, she ran through the house and into 
the yard, where she fell to the ground. Her 
agonizing shrieks brought assistance, but 
too late to save her from a horrible death. 


A FARMER named James Stewart shot 
and instantly killed John Parker, near Mon- 
roeville, Ind., the other day, in mistake for 
a deer. 

THE steamer Westphalia, from New 
York for Hamburg, put into Portsmouth in 
distress on the 13th,a large hole having been 
made in her bow by coliision with an un- 
known vessel off Beachy Head. It is be- 
lieved that the other vessel has gone to the 
bottom, with all hands; also a boat from 
the Westphalia, which contained an officer 
and six men. 

THE steamer John M. Chambers, 
with 800 bales of cotton, was sunk by a St. 
Louis towboat near Plaquemine, La., the 
other morning. 

In a bar-room fracas at’ Lawrence, 
Mass., on the 12th, Thomas Kennedy was 
fatally stabbed by Michael Douhy, who was 
arrested. 

Miss CARPENTER, & young lady pa- 
tient at the Eastern Lunatic Asylum, Lex- 
ington, Ky-, committed suicide by hanging, 
a few days ago. 

THREE workmen were killed, two fa- 
tally injured, and five others badly burt by 
a boiler explosion in the Forest City Iron 
Works, Cleveland, Ohio, on the 138th. 


LATE NEWS ITEMS. 





Cot. Fiztpinea Lowry, late Post- 
master at Dayton, Ohio, committed s iicide 
on the 13th. The cause of his action was 
inability to meet a deficiency of $4,324 in his 
accounts. 

THE steamship Angelica, plying be- 
tween Gifla and Hull, foundered in the 
North Sea. Forty persons were drowned. 

Mrs. Newron, an old lady living 
near Belle Valley, Ohio, wandered into a 
well the other night and was drowned. She 
had been deranged for some time, and it 
may have been a case of suicide. 

THE Cuban refugee question has as- 
sumed a more salisfactory phase. The 
Spanish Government is inclined to treat the 
prisoners as political offenders and give 
indemnity to their families. 

G:orGe Turust, sixty years old, a 
rich farmer who lived near Mansfield, Ohio, 
committed suicide on the 18th, while t2:m- 
porarily insane. 

THE Court-house at Crockett, Texas, 
Was completely destroyed by fire the other 
day. Two persons perished in the flames. 

A FARMER named Archibald Scott, 
while driving across the Michigan Central 
Railroad, near Dexter, the other afternoon 
was struck by an express and instantly 
killed. One horse was killed and the other 
fatally injured. 

FRANK PETERS, a young farmer liv- 
ing near Fremont, Obio, fatally shot him- 
self while gunning on the 12th. 

TuE superintendent of a distillery in 
Des Moines, Iowa, was warned by letter the 
other day that fifty pounds of dynamite had 
been placed where it would explode at a 
certain temperature. A number of car- 
tridges were found in pipes treading to the 
masher, and a thorough inspection of the 
works was ordered. It seems that Kidd 
and Babbitt & Co., the latter owning the 
mashes and leasing them to be used on per- 
centage, hada dispute about the yield of 
the distillery, and Babbitt & Co. undertook 
to remove the mashers, but the difficulty is 
understood to have been smoothed over. 
Kidd now suspects Babbitt as being in the 
plot, and has sworn out a warrant for his 
arrest. 

A CORONER’S jury investigating the 
killing of Col. Reppert and others at Ash- 
land, Ky., rendered a verdict finding that 
deceased were killed by State nilitia on the 
Granite Siate, and that said firing was not 
done iv the line of duty. The jury holds 
Major Allen, commander of the troops, cul- 
pable for ordering and permitting’the fire. 

ENGINEER FAIRBANKS and three oth- 
ers were seriously injured by a boiler ex- 
plosion in a mill near Washingtonville, N. 
Y., on the 13th. 

H. Cross, & brakeman, was killed 
by fMling from a Panhandle train at Co- 
shocton, Ohio, the other night. 


SOUTHERN GLEANINGS. 


Despite the fact that early in the 
season the prospect for the sugar crop of 
Louisiana was dishe irteniug, a favorable 
summer has materially changed the aspect of 
affairs. The vield thus far hasbeen phenom- 
enal. Two hogsheads of sugar to the aere 
for the plint eane may prove an average, 
unless some untoward event should curtail 
the yield. The plant, notwithstanding th 

stm weather of the-fall, has not : 
such maturity for many years. It is now 
ripe clear to the topmost joints, and exceed- 
ingly rich in saccharine matter. Through- 
out the winter it was checked but little; the 
season Was exictly right for cultivation,the 
rains came just when wanted, and the cool 
summer months broughtit to maturity. The 
weather since gfinding has commenced has 
been excellent for field operations, and the 
work of saving the crop and preserving seed 
is now well advanced. 

Mary Anderson, a school-teacher in 
Louisville, Ky., committed suicide by shoot- 
ing on the 9th. Immediately after taking 
breakfast she put on her wraps, prepara- 
tory to going to school, and stepped into 
one of the rooms near her own. A shot was 
heard, and when the room was entered she 
was found lying on the floor, witha deadly 
wound in her side, near the heart. Miss 
Anderson was engaged to marry a gentle- 
man in Hardin County, and received a let- 
ter from him the day before the shooting. 
The contents of the letter are not known, 
Friends of the deceased believe that the 
shooting was the result of instantaneous 
emotional insanity. The victim’s mother 
disappeared some years ago, and is sup- 
posed to have committed suicide. 

At Henrietta, Texas, R. M. Donley, a 
young lawyer, was shot dead by C. M. Bur- 
gess, the defeated candidate for County 
Judge, for sentiments uttered in a campaign 
speech.

‘The New Orleans police are trying to 
break up the opium dens. 

John Holmes, of Alabama, has raised 
eleven children, seven boys and four girls. 
He has seventy-three grandchildren, forty- 
three boys and thirty girls. Mr. Holmes 
is 79 years old, weight 300 pounds, has killed 
fifteen hundred deer and one bear. The en- 
tire family live in Morgan County, except 
one son, who lives in Blount. All the older 
ones belong to the Missionary Baptist 
Church. 

The skeleton of a full-grown mastodon 
has been found in the Cowee tunnel, on the 
Duckland branch of the Western North 
Carolina Railroad. When the monster was 
discovered the convicts fled in terror, and it 
was by hard work that they could be in- 
duced to return to their picks. It was found 
six feet below the surface of the earth. It 
was in a perfect state of preservation, and 
crumbled to dust as soon as exposed to the 
air. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Crow wanted the 
‘theart blood’’ of Miss Louisa Price, of 
Nicholas County, Kentucky, because the 
latter reported the misconduct of a young 
Crow to his teacher. With thatend in view, 
Mrs. Crow sought Miss Price and shot ber 
through the head, the ball penetrating be- 
tween the eyes. Miss Price is in a precari- 
ous condition. 

The Southern Pacific has made an 
offer to the Santa Fe Company for a half in- 
terest in the Sonora Railway. 

The development of the best lands in 
‘Texas by the recent competition of the dif- 
ferent lines of railway has fairly turned the 
tide of immigration into the State, and the 
mildness of the climate, coupled with the 
variety of the soil and its products, will un- 
doubtedly add to the already increasing 
numbers. 

An ordinante is being prepared in 
Louisville to prohibit peddlers from pulling 
door- bells. 

The dedication of St. Michael Ceme- 
tery makes the tenth burying-ground for 
Louisville, Ky.; the Eastern Cemetery has 
thirty thousand graves. 

Henry Clay, a grandson of the great 
Kentucky statesman, who was a member of 
the Howgate expedition to the north pole, 
gave an illustrated lecture before the Poly- 
technic Society of Louisville, the other even- 
ing, the house being crowded to its utmost 
capacity. 

Every daily paper in Texas was rep- 
resented at a conference in Austin, the oth- 
er day, at which it was deter:nined to send 
Frank Grice, of San Antonio, to arrange for 
news from the Western Associated Press 
and sever relations with the New York As- 
sociation. 

Montgomery, Ala., expects to handle 
140,000 bales of cotton this season. 


The secretary of the new Carolina, 
Cumberland Gap & Chicago Railway Com- 
pany states that work will begin very soon 
on the Aiken end, and that that portion of 
the road lying between Aiken and Edgefield, 
S. C.,—all but. three miles of which is graded 
—will be completed by July 1. He will open 
an oftice in Aiken in a few days. 

A Covington (Ky.) man, whose child 
died with croup, has sued Dr. J. J. Dulaney, 
who promised to call and attend him, but 
failed to do so, for $10,000 damages. The 
plaintiff alleges that the child’s death was 
due to the doctor’s neglect. 

A Houston, Texas, miser named Mike 
Hallerand, was found dead in his house, 
nude and emaciated. He died of exposure 
and starvation, at the same time having over 
$7,000 in cash in the house he called home. 


The gas company at New Orleans, 
after wearily waiting for $200,000 due from 
the city, has turned off the lights in all the 
public buildings and streets. 

There is not a vessel at Mobile for 
cotton and none on the way. It is said that 
the city is losing her cotton trade, which is 
gravitating to New Orleans.

The Fate of Explorers. 





From Singapore we learn that Mr. 
Witti (formerly an officer in the Austrian 
rate DN an explorer in the service of the 
British North Borneo Company,has been 
treacherously murdered by ‘head hunt- 
ers,” who also killed several of. his 





native attendants. Mr. Witt had, it 

seems, been making: nth tole 

jot the 8 ; Lpie region. may 
resen 


oat quite beyond 
the active administration of the ‘British 
Borneo Company. - The Governor was 
not aware that Mr. Witti intended to 
make so long and hazardous a journey. 

At the same time, Mr. Witti being an 
experienced traveler, a brave man, and 
on good terms with the natives gener- 
ally, there was no reason to fear that he 
might not go through the verv heart of 
the country without molestation. He 
had made, it seems, an important trip,- 
and was, it is believed, on his way to 
Kimanis. Near the head of the Sibuco. 
River he would be on the frontier of 
Dutch Borneo, and in a region where 
Mr. Carl Bock found the natives un- 
uua'ly savage and unfriendly. Witti had 
a party of seventeen men. He divided 
them. Some nine or ten were told off 
to attend tothe boats. They were navi- 
gating ariver, and Witti had bought 
boats from the natives. The other men 
remained to push on ahead in company 
with the explorer. 

The natives had shown no disposition 
to hostility. The local chiefs (the tribes 
are, no doubt, the Muruts, though one 
account says they are Tandjoecing 
Dyaks) had hospitably entertained Witti, 
which is generally a guarantee of friend- 
ship. While his little party were pre- 
paring to move forward, Witti sat down 
to make some notes in his diary. Sud- 
denly,from an ambush in the river,some 
three hundred natives, armed with 
poisoned arrows and spears, rushed in 
upon Witti and his men. Three of the 
latter fell almost immediately. Witti 
defended himself with his revolver and 
killed two of his assailants. The rest 
crowded upon him, however,and speared 
him to death. The others of the party 
had already run away, one of them,who 
was carrying Witti’s Winchester rifle, 
taking it off in his flight. From a hiding- 
place they saw one of the attacking 
party decapitate Witti, while others cut 
off the lower limbs of his dead attend- 
ants, fling them, with the explorer’s 
head, into a boat, and make off with 
their bleeding trophies down stream. 
They also carried off Witti’s papers and 
dispatch-box. 

The event has created a sensation at 
Singapore and at Labaun. A police

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In a Russian Prison. 








In the cells of the upper and middle 
tiers are put the least compromised 
criminals. All the cells are of the same 
size —ten feet long, seven feet broad and 
twelve feet high. The doors have each 
two openings—one large enough for the 
daily food and drink to be put in through 
it and the other of smaller size, to serve 
2s a spy-hole for the jailers. The doors 
are also each fastened with two pad- 
locks—the key of one being in the jail- 
er’s custody, while that of the other re- 
mains in charge of the commandant of 
The dish from which the 
prisoner eats is pushed in through 
grooves cut in a plate of iron which 


projecis from the interior of the door, 


at the height of about fout feet from the 


floor. The dish cannot, therefore, be 
removed by the prisoner, who must 
take his food standing against the door 
—and this with a spoon which is at- 
tached to the plates. The drinking wa- 
ter is put into a sort of jug hinged to 
the door. When the prisoner wishes to 
drink he must get down upon his knees 
and turn this vessel upon its hinges or 
pivots. Food is supplied at eleven 
o'clock in the morning and six in the 
evening, and ordinarily consists: of oat- 
meal gruel and a quarter of a kilogram 
of meat; besides this there is a daily 
allowance of a kilogram of rye bread. 
The prisoner’s bed consists of a plank, 
six feet by three, with a straw mattress, 
a sheet so strong and coarse that it is 
impossible to tear it, and a covering of 
felt—all of which articles «re taken 
The dress con- 
sists of a gray woolen jacket quite short 


_and tight-fitting; short pantaloons of the 
| same color, and long felt boots.

women the jacket is supplied, and a 
The prisoners must 
get up: at six o'clock, and go to bed 
again at eight. Ithas been ascertained, 
by means of the secret observations 
which are constantly taken through the 
peep-holes, that, as a general rule, the 
prisoners spend their long hours from 
their rising until their break‘ast in 
pacing to and iro in their cells; after 
this they are wont to remain quiet for 
an hour or so, only to give way next to 
an excess of desolate despair which their 
pitiable situation may well inspire.

Industrial Accidents in Germany. 


A recent Aonatschrift zur Statistik 
des Deitschen Icicrs contains an in- 
teresting census of accidents that o-- 
curred in all the factories and manu- 
facturing establishments throughout 
Germany during the months of August, 
September, Uctober and November last 
year. The inquiries extended over 
93,554 shops and factories, employing 
1,615,253 workmen and 342,295 women 
—in all, 1,957,548 individuals. Of 
these. during the four months, 662 were 
killed, eleven of them being ‘women. 
In addition, there were 123 rendered 
completely, though not permanently, in- 
-apacitated. Temporary loss of work 
through accident ha»pened to 27.644 
men and 708 women, the total number 
of those who had suflered beng 29,574. 
Taking this calculation for the year 
(although it should not be forgotten 
that accidents fluctuate accord ng to the 
time of year), the total would be 88, 732, 
or about 45 per 1,000. <A further re- 
port tel’s us that out of the 28,352 in- 
valided during the four months, 16,13) 
c used a cessation of work amounting 
to 126,340 days, in th's catagory being 
including the stoppages from one to 
fourteen days: 6,532 came within the 
second catagory or from fifteen to twen- 
ty-eight days, causing an aggregate loss 


of 135,606, the third catagory, embrac- 


ing all su‘lerers over twenty-eight days, 
including 5,681, causing a loss of 287,- 
913 days. ‘The total loss of days in the 
four months were 54%,559. Among the 
lists of industries that figure in these 
accidents, the greatest number of fa’ ali- 
ties was experienced in coal-mines, which 
employ (not including women) 187.522 
in which the number 
totally incapacitat- 
ing accidents was 292; iron and 
steel works, employin 115,128, 
showing eighty-six accidents; ma- 
chine shops, employing 161,059, 
with seventy-seven accidents: quarries,

‘employing 47,037, with sixty-tour ac- 


cidents; bnilding-works, employing 44,- 
221, ace:dents 57: mills of various kinds, 
employing 70,105, accidents 57; sugar-
